May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1920. 

We regret to state that during the year we lost two of our members through Commissioners, 
death. In succession to the late Most Reverend Doctor Donnelly, Bishop of Canea, 
who ceased to be a Commissioner at the close of 1919, Your Excellency, in February, 

1920, appointed Very Reverend Peter Byrne, LL.D., who died in the following 
July. His Honor Andrew Todd, K.C., late Recorder of Derry, died in June, 1920, 
having represented the Tyrone Protestant Board of Education, as Commissioner, from 
the year 1913. We deeply deplore the loss of these valued colleagues, each of whom 
was eminently qualified to render material assistance in the conduct of the Board’s 
affairs. In December, 1920, Your Excellency appointed Most Reverend Doctor 
Byrne, Bishop of Spigaz, to the vacancy caused by the death of Very Reverend Peter 
Byrne, LL.D., and the Tyrone Protestant Board have elected Mr. T. W. Brown, 

K.C., M.P., to be their new representative. 

Five Board Meetings and fourteen Standing Committee Meetings were summoned Meetings, 
during the year, the attendances at which are given on page 15. At the Board 
Meeting of January 21st, 1920, we elected Sir James H. Stronge, Bart. D.L., to be 
our Chairman, and Very Reverend Canon MacGinley, D.D., to be our Vice-Chairman 
for the year. 

On pp. 8-11 we give summaries of our accounts which have been certified as Accounts 
correct by the Auditor of the Local Government Board. See page 14. 

Our total income, including the balance brought forward from the previous Income and 
year, was £8,524 18s. 9|d. and our expenditure £6,636 8s. 4d., leaving a balance Expenditure, 
of £1,888 10s. 5|-d. available for the current year. As compared with the previous 
year, income proper shows an increase of £25 6s. 2d., and expenditure an increase 
of £120 16s. 7d., the former being attributable to a more exhaustive collection of 
Merest in lieu of rent, and the latter to the larger grants made for educational pur- 
poses.

Capital . — During the year we invested £100 in the purchase of £100 seven per cent. 
Debenture Stock of the Great Southern and Western Railway Company, redeemable 
at par in 1925. The money represented" portions of unexpended income belonging 
to the Limerick Diocesan School Endowment (£75) and the Preston School Scholar- 
ship, Abbeyleix, (£25). 


ULSTER ROYAL SCHOOL ENDOWMENTS. 

General . — We believe that, on the whole, the schools sharing in these endow- 
ments continue to be efficiently conducted. The number of “ selected ” schools 
is still eleven. The returns dealing with these schools, their rolls, educational results 
and the condition of the premises are, speaking generally, of a satisfactory character, 
if we except the inability of two of the schools to secure the required number of 
passes at the Intermediate Examinations, 1920, and their consequent failure to 
qualify under the Scheme. For particulars on these points we would refer to the 
report (pages 12-14) of our Secretary, who as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, visited 
the various schools in September-October, 1920. 

Numbers . — The total number of pupils on the rolls for the year 1919-20 was 
1,072, as compared with 955 in 1918-19. This is by far the highest number reached 
in our experience, and represents an increase of 12 per cent, on last year’s total, 
which w r as itself a record. The figures speak eloquently of the continued and 
growing popularity of the schools. Girls still continue to participate more widely 
in the benefits of the endowments, their roll having increased from 167 in 1917-18 
to 174 in 1918-19, and to 188 in 1919-20. 
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The number of pupils presented for the Intermediate Examinations in 1920 was 
507, or 47 • 2 of the .total roll, as compared with 47 '8 in 1919. Making allowance 
for the larger number of preparatory pupils attending the schools in 1920, this per- 
centage may be regarded as satisfactory. 

Efficiency. — Tested by the results of the Intermediate Examinations, nine of 
the schools have done well, their percentage of passes being 58 '6. But as the two 
schools which failed to qualify secured between them only 21 per cent, of passes, 
the total percentage is reduced to 55 '8. This does not compare favourably with 
the 61 • 4 per cent, of the previous year, but it can at least be said to be still well in 
advance of the general results for the country as a whole, which in 1920 were repre- 
sented by a percentage of 49 • 5. It may be remarked that English, in one of the 
schools, and Latin and Mathematics in others, were responsible for the majority 
of the failures. 

School Premises. — Cavan Royal School has received a thorough overhauling — 
the necessary funds being supplied by subscriptions from residents in the county — 
and it may be said that the portion of the premises used for school purposes is now 
in a satisfactory condition. The Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education have 
commenced the building of a cottage sanitorium, or isolation hospital, which, when 
completed, will constitute a substantial contribution to the amenities of Enniskillen 
Royal School (Portora) Otherwise there is no material change in the condition, as 
detailed in previous reports, of the various school buildings under our care. In 
view of the greatly enhanced price of building materials we have taken steps to secure 
that the fire insurance policies on all the school buildings shall be substantially 
increased. 

Qualified Schools. — We are satisfied that nine of the schools selected by the 
Local Boards of Education qualified under the Scheme for the year 1919-20, and we 
accepted as evidence of this qualification the certificate of the Lord Lieutenant’s 
Inspector given on page 13. With regard to the two remaining schools, believing 
that they give promise of qualifying during the coming year, we exercised the dis- 
cretion vested in us and dispensed with the condition which they failed to fulfil 
during the year 1919-20. 

Local Boards. — In accordance with Section 48 of the Scheme we received reports 
from the various Local Boards of Education as to their proceedings during the year 
1919-20. All the material requirements of the Scheme have been duly observed, 
and there was not the same amount of delay in having the accounts audited as had 
been the case in some previous years. There is still room for improvement, however, 
in this matter. 

Other Endowments. 

Preston Endowment.— The gross income of this endowment was £1,087 17s. 6d., 
■as compared with £888 11s. 5d. for the previous year, the main cause of the increase 
being a larger collection of interest in lieu of rent. After payment of the necessary 
outgoings the following allocations were made to the Governing Bodies of the three 
Schools named King’s Hospital, Oxmantown, £165 3s. lOd. ; Preston School, 
Navan, £499 5s. 2d. ; and Preston School, Abbeyleix, £361 2s lOd. 

Preston School, Navan.— The School roll numbers 38 with an average attendance 
of 33 as against 42 and 39 respectively last year. The report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector, which is generally satisfactory, states that the school is 
being efficiently conducted, that the course of instruction is being carried out 
carefully and systematically, and that the classrooms and dormitories are clean, 
tidy, and in order. We note, however, that the Intermediate results (1920) are 
somewhat- disappointing— only one pupil having passed out of ten presented for 
examination. The Board of Works reports that the premises, with the exception 
of the out offices, are in fair condition. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix.— Mr. Arthur E. Layng, LL.D., the Headmaster 
appointed early in 1919, resigned at the close of that year to take over the Head- 
mastership of Midleton Endowed School, and Mr. R. J. Macshane, B.A., was appointed

to Abbeyleix. The new Headmaster not being able to assume duty until April, 
the school naturally suffered during the interregnum, but notwithstanding that fact 
there were 19 pupils (all day-boys) on the roll in June last, and of 8 presented for 
the Intermediate Examinations 6 passed. The Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector reports 
that the course read by the pupils was highly satisfactory, and that the premises 
are in very good order. For the want of candidates this is the sixth successive year 
in which the University Scholarship attached to the school has not been awarded. 
The accumulations of income thus caused are invested periodically. During the 
year a sum of £25 . was invested in the purchase of £25 seven per cent. Debenture 
Stock of the Great Southern and Western Railway Company. 

Carysfort Endowment. — The Schools sharing in this endowment are Sheeana, 
Ballinatone, Aughrim, Ballycreen, and Mucklagh National Schools, the first two 
named being under Protestant, and the remaining three under Roman Catholic 
management. A, sum of £135 was divided equally between the two denominations. 
The reports of the National Board Inspectors may be described as very good with 
regard to one of the Schools, as good with regard to three, and as fair with regard to 
the fifth. No change has taken place in the unsatisfactory condition of the Muck- 
lagh premises. We understand that the Manager has abandoned the idea of building 
a new School in the Mucklagh district, the majority of the pupils who were in attend- 
ance having grown up, and there being no other children available to take their 
places. 

The Leamy Endowment , Limerick. — During the year we distributed between 
the Leamy Local Boards of Education a sum of £205 17s. 6d. On the date of 
inspection the number in attendance at the High School, under Protestant manage- 
ment, was 13, and at the National School, under Roman Catholic management, 432. 
The Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector made very favourable reference to the latter school, 
but he was not sanguine as to the prospects of the High School, having regard to 
the small number of pupils and the limited funds available. The Local Board have 
since decided to close the School and to apply the endowment (a) to providing Inter- 
mediate Scholarships, and (6) to the promotion of Primary and Technical education. 

The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk. — Two Schools established their 
claim to share in this Endowment, namely : — St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, in respect 
of 34 pupils, and the Educational Institution, Dundalk, in respect of 2 pupils. We 
divided the sum of £52 19s. Od. between them in proportion to these numbers. 

Banks Endowment, Ey recourt. — The Trustees mentioned in the Scheme again 
submitted a plan for the application of the income during the year 1920, and 
in accordance therewith a sum of £20 6s. 4d. was devoted to the teaching of Shirt- 
making, Knitting, &c., and to providing prizes for attendance, diligence, and im- 
provement in the several standards, in the School at Eyrecourt under the manage- 
ment of Reverend J. J. MacManaway. The report on the work done is satisfactory. 

The Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School Endowments. — In accordance 
with the plan adopted some years, ago we paid the following sums for the benefit of 
pupils attending Intermediate Schools in the districts named £12, Dioceses of 
Leighlin and Ossory ; £26, Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh ; £28, Dioceses of Tuam, 
Killala and Achomy ; and £30, King’s County. In King’s County a sum of £40 
was offered for competition, but the lesser amount named was actually awarded, 
owing to the lack of eligible candidates. These sums are in addition to the £88 paid 
earlier in the year as grants for School appliances or equipment to eight Intermediate 
Schools in the King’s County. 

Anne Hall Endowment, Lattone School. — The Lattone portion of the endow- 
ment still continues to be devoted to the reduction of the debt incurred in enlarging 
and repairing the School premises. The Inspector reports that “ the general effi- 
ciency of the teaching is now of a fairly satisfactory character ” but states that 
“ the Technical Schoolhouse is quite unsuitable.” We have informed the Manager 
that we shall be prepared to sanction an expenditure of £65 on the necessary improve- 
ments when the debt originally contracted has been discharged. 
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Limerick Diocesan School Endowment. — Again, owing to the failure of the trust, 
no expenditure was incurred during the year, but a sum of £75 was invested in the 
purchase of £75 seven per cent. Debenture Stock of the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company. On December 31, 1920, the property in our possession, in 
addition' to the School buildings, consisted of £138 5s. 2d. War Loan 5 per cent 
Stock, £84 12s. 6d. War Loan 3J per cent. Stock, £385 12s. 6d. Rahway Stock, 
£30 Bank of Ireland Stock, and £6 8s. 6d. cash, the income for the year being 
£47 Os. lid. J 6 


ESTATE MANAGEMENT. 

On pp. 10-11 we give Summaries of our Rentals for the year 1918-19, together 
with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding period. 

Rentals. — As compared with last year, the gross rental on the present occasion 
shows a decrease of £53 Os. 9d., the figures being £1,811 8s. 5d. now as against 
£1,864 9s. 2d. in 1919. Carysfort remains unchanged. Tyrone Rental Proper 
is increased by £11 Os. 3d., mainly through spent bog lettings, and the Tyrone 
Bog Rental is decreased by £64 Is. 0d., as the result of our decision to withhold 
bog from strangers. 

Arrears.— The general condition of the arrears compares favourably with 
that of last year, the total outstanding having decreased from £1,103 13s. 6 d. 
to £1,012 19s. 9 d. Carysfort shows no arrears, while, the arrears on the Tyrone 
Rental Proper have been reduced by £72 7s. 8 d., and those on the Bog Rental 
by £18 6s. Id. In two cases on the Rental Proper and in three cases on the Bog 
Rental no rent was collected during the year. The agent having been asked for 
an explanation, reports that four of the tenants referred to have since paid, so that, 
on the whole estate comprising some 550 lettings, there is now only one defaulter. 
This we consider very satisfactory. 

All of which we have the honour to submit to Your Excellency as our Report 
in the premises.

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School Bolls —T he total number of pupils on the rolls for the year just closed is 1,072 as 
compared with 955 for the pre-nous year. This latter in its time constituted an easy record, and 
the fact that a further increase o more than 12 per cent, has now to be reported, is oertah.lv a 
remarkable incident, rendered all the more so in view of the increased fees which practically all the 
schools find it necessary to charge. All classes share in this increase, boarders and day pupils, bovs 
and girls, and a pleasing feature to note is that parents appear to realise more fully than hereto- 
fore the importance of entering their children at a suitable age; the result being that many of the

The number presented for the Intermediate Examinations represents 47-2 of the total roll as 
compared with 47-8 m 1919 But this slight falling off is only a seeming one, there being now 
a larger number of pupils of preparatory age, and consequently a smaller proportion eligible for 
the examinations. As a matter of fact the number presented this year was more exhaustive of 
those eligible than was the case in 1919.— a circumstance which should be borne in mind when 
reading the next paragraph. 

Educational Efficiency . —Tested by the results of the Intermediate Examinations, two of 
the schools have done brilliantly, the majority have done well, and three have done badly The 
successful candidates number 283 out of 507 presented, the percentage of passes thus being 55-8. 
This does not compare favourably with the 61-4 of last year, but it is to be remembered that the 
general results for the country as a whole are also slightly lower on the present occasion. The

should be made of the brilliant results obtained by Enniskillen Royal School (Boys’), 86-2 per

An analysis of the results obtained by the various schools indicates (1) that Arithmetic and 
Latin were responsible for many of the failures, (2) that French showed weakness in some of the 
schools, and (3) that English, generally, was much above the average. My own observation went 
to show (1) that English grammar has improved to the extent that the majority of the pupils can 
!°? e ?^ § h? rn L mat ' Ca , mistakes ’ kut in man y ca ses the reason for the correction was not forthcoming 
and (2) that speaking generally, the average intelligence of the classes does not appear to have 
kept pace with the growth of the rolls, there being now a larger proportion of mediocre pupils than 
was the case when the numbers in attendance were smaller. 


Buildings, Equipment, Etc.— Generally, it may be said that all the schools are, or soon will 
De, m a fair state of repair. Cavan Royal School, which for years past left much to be desired is 
now receiving a thorough overhauling, the public spirit of the county providing the necessary funds, 
-barge expenditure has been incurred on Enniskillen Royal School and on St. Macarten’s, Monaghan. 


Again I would call attention to the following points : — 

L Armagh Royal School. — The exterior of the wing facing the public road presents a 
very drab appearance — painting of doors and windows would be a great improvement. 

2. St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon.— The extern lavatory (boys’) should be kept in 
better condition. 1 


Health Etc.— Two of the schools suffererd from rather lengthened visitations of Measles and 
Mumps, etc. but there was nothing in the nature of the Influenza epidemic of last year, and the 
remaining schools were able to show a practically clean bill of health. Instruction in drill was 
regularly given in eight of the schools as against nine last year— the other two never having made 
any provision for this important subject. Apart altogether from health considerations, it is submit- 
ted that a methodic course of physical exercises beneficially affects mental alertness and outlook 
and ?V S regretted that some of the schools find it impracticable to include drill in the time table’ 
Discipline and ventilation are satisfactory. 

Free Places.— The competition for the free places offered under the scheme was not very keen 
there being 68 candidates for the 34 places awarded. Two candidates scored nearly 80 per cent ’ 
but the answering of the majority was below the average of- some years past. 

Local Boards. — These bodies have duly discharged the material requirements of the scheme, 
and in only two oases had the accounts not been audited at the date of mv visit. Last year the 
number was four. ' J 

Schedule I., Qualified Schools.— I -am satisfied that nine of the eleven schools selected by the 
Local Boards have fulfilled all the necessary conditions, and I beg to report the compliance of each 
of these nine schools with the requirements of the scheme in respect of the school vear ended 
August 1, 1920. I regret to have to state that each of the remaining two schools, viz.. Cavan Royal 
School and Raphoe Royal School, succeeded in passing only four pupils of the recent Intermediate 
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Examinations, while the scheme prescribes that the number of such pupils shall bj five. Having 
gone carefully through the various classes enrolled for the current year I have formed the opinion 
that in eaeh case six pupils are likely to pass at the 1921 Examinations, and in view of the fact that 
the Gavan School has qualified eaeh year since 1914 and the Raphoe School each year since 1917, I 
would respectfully suggest that the Commissioners should exercise the discretion vested in them 
under the scheme and dispense with the condition which the two schools named have failed to fulfil 
during the past year. 

The matters which call for attention, and to which I have alluded above, will be made the 
subject of fuller reference in my detailed report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.
